C.I.O. Wants 
Strike Settled

Three officers of the Torrance 
C. I. O. CSolumbia Steel and 
Ideco union offered this week to 
"take over" the Torrance laundry 
labor difficulty and "cither push 
it to the limit or effect some 
kind of settlement," it was 
learned yesterday from Charles 
D. Steel, president of the union

"With J. C. Foster, recording 
secretary, and Harry Minor, fl 
nancial secretary, I have sug­ 
gested to the striking laundr; 
workers that they turn the prob­ 
lem over to us to bring about 
an early finish," Steel said. "As 
soon as we get the necessary 
approval of the laundry work- 
-ers' union we intend to see I 
we can't end the walk-out that 
has been existing at the laundry 
since May 28." 

The union leader said that he 
had informed the strikers that 
they must abide by the prelim­ 
inary injunction granted June 
11 by Superior Judge Emmett

cated that local C. I. O. offi­ 
cials were dissatisfied with the 
way the strike lias been allowed 
to extend over the past two 
months and a settlement, one 
way or the other, was highly de­ 
sirable.

hours with calls from 9:30 Mon­ 
day night until late Tuesday 
morning at Jared Sidney Tor­ 
rance Memorial hospital. 

George Lcster (Lcs) Bruneman, 
40, who figured in the E. L. 

j (Zekc) Caress gangster kidnap­ 
ping in 1930, was lying in the " 
well-guarded room, a bullet 
wound from a .45 calibre bullet 
thru his back and his -friends 
were rallying to his aid. Doc­ 
tors, nurses and hospital at­ 
taches, shouldered the tense 
crowd aside to enter the room 
and administer a blood trans­ 
fusion and opiates which appear 
today to have saved Bruneman's 
life. , 

The Injured man, with laconic 
answers that he "did not know 
who shot me," turned aside all 
questions asked by Police Chief 
Harry Peterson of Redondo 
Beach and deputies from the 
Sheriff's office. And he still 
maintains today the silence 
which Is the hallmark of tho : 
underworld. 

Refuses to Talk 
Bruneman was shot In the 

back while he was strolling, on 
the Redondo Beach Strand with 
Patricia Eatone, his companion. 
According to Chief Peterson 
Tuesday morning, Bruneman, 
long known as one of Los An­ 
geles' "big shot gamblers," was 
fired on by two men. One was 
armed with a .45 calibre re- ' 
volver, which was later found 
by Redondo Beach police, and 
the other fired a .38 calibre 
pistol. Four shots were fired 
at the strolling Bruneman but 
only one struck him.
